Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-12 and 23-64 are allowed. Following is the examiner's statement reason for allowance: 

The closest prior art, US 5,739,066 to Pan, does not disclose, inter alia, any features such as: 
selectively depositing a first spacer (or an oxidation barrier), avoiding depositing a thin SiN on the 
insulating layer disposed above the S/D region, forming a smile effect or gap at a boundary 
between the feature and the first oxide layer, forming a spacer only on a substantially vertical 
portion of the feature's surface, and forming a spacer which terminates at the boundary wherein 
the spacer is not in contact with the oxide layer.
